Three species of the ant genus Brachyponera Emery in Southwestern China are re- 
ported. B. chinensis (Emery) and B. luteipes (Mayr) are recorded in this area for 
the first time. B. brevidorsa Xu sp. nov. is described as new to science. A key is provided 
for the 3 known species. Figures and known distribtuions are given to each species. 
Brachyponera brevidorsa Xu, sp. nov. is close to B. luteipes (Mayr), but the new one 
with the dorsal surface of propodeum slightly convex, distinctly shorter than the apical 
surface! occipital margin of the head straight; mandibles, flagella of antennae and legs 
yellowish brown.
